AS A SYMBOL OF AUTHORITY 


Wedding Ring. Really Has.a Signifi- 
cance Apart From That to Which 
Sentiment. Is Attached. 

* For ages the wedding ring has been 
a token. of binding authority. The 
gold symbolizes the purity of affec- 
tion; the circle the endless love; 
the price paid for it takes the place 
-of the ancient purchase money. If 
the ring is lost it is a warning that 
the husband’s love will soon pass 
away; if broken, that he will die soon. 
. Tradition has been responsible for 
many stories concerning the wedding 
ring; one of these is that the first 
ring was- made by Tubal Cain for 
Prometheus. This ring was of, fron 
and adamant, the fron signifying last- 
{ngness and the adamant perfect cor- 
cord. The early Romans commonly 
used a plain iron ring, while the 
poorer English, even in the nine 
teenth century, used the ring for. the 

church keys. 

It has not always been customary 
to wear the ring on the third finger 
of the left hand, .but there is:a reason 
for this modern convention, Besides 
being less used and‘therefore less ex-, 
posed to danger, and: being.the weaker 
finger and therefore symbolizing the 
wife’s dependence, the third finger of 
the left hand has been supposed from 


the days of the Egyptians to be con-, 


nected directly with the heart by a 
vein called the “vena amoris.” It 
was indeed the finger of life, and, con- 
sequently it is most fitting that the 
wedding ring shouldalorn it, .

HAVE BEEN DEGLINING | 


Vast Homme: Market For Dalry Pro 
dudts In Other Forma Makes Cheese.’ 


- For Export Less .Profitable. 

According to the “Canadian Country- 
man” the products of Canadian farms 
have one by, one dropped out of the 
class of exportable! commodities, : 

Eggs, butter, cattle, _, hogs, sheep, 
have all consecutively realized a home 
market better than any that could be 
found abroad. _ Two items, however, 
which no one’ had the hardihood to 
claim would ever be dropped from 
the list, -were our cheese and our 
wheat. But cheese seems to be head- 
ing that way at the present time. 
Canadian consumption of cheese never 
was very heavy, per capita, Nor is 
it to-day. But it is far heavier than 
it once: was, a fact for which whole- 
sale, and many ‘retall- dealers will 
vouch. So far this season, the Can- 
‘adian make has managed to find a 
market at home. The prices asked 


‘and paid: cre very close, as: yet, to 


export quotations, but they are still 
‘held above the {deas of the Old Coun- |- 
try tradesmcn. Of course, little doubt 
is entertained but that Canada must 
find a foreign outlet for a great bulk 
of her cheese make, But, after all, 
it 18 just about as logical to look for 
another kind of thing to happen. The 
way in which eggs, butter and other 
items went up above Old Country 
ideas, and. stayed, there, might well 
happen again. x 

The reasons given for the disappear- 
ance of.the various commodities from 
the export trade: columns are sound. 
The home market is éver the best 
and most profitable market for the 
farmer. This has. been demonstrated 


over and over again in the last fifty 


years in the United States, where the 
growth of large industrial centres 
puch as Chicago, Cleveland and count: 
jess other places in the Middle West, 
has afforded an ever-growing, market 
with steadily increasing prices for all 
that the farmer can produce. A 
factory with hundreds of employes, 
and itg employes, with hundreds of 
dependents, constitutes a vast food

An Open Letter 


To Professor Munsterberg, Dr. 
Beehhard Deenburg, Count von Bern; 
storff, and others : 

You have circwlated a great deal of 
printed matter explaining your views 
on the war in all its phases. You 
seem particularly anxious to im 
press it upon us that Germany is 
strong in resources, that her busj- 
ness is going forward, that her banks 
have ample funds, that food‘and all 
other supplies are on hand theee in 
great abundance. These things being 
so, why is Germany robbing Belgium? 
This little country has been stamped 
flat by the Kaiser’s troops, trade 
and industry of all sorts are utterly 
at an end, the whole apparatus of 
commerce by which food and other 
necessities are distributed is broker 
up. And yet the all-powerful Ger- 
man army levies on these miserable 
and helpless victims for money. cloth- 
ing, provisions—some $500,000 per 
week is taken from Brussels alone. 
Imagine ‘an armed man standing‘over 
a terrorized group of cripples, old 
folks and children, and taking from 
them what little they have against 
the winter and taking it for their 
own use. That is what is going on 
in Belgium, and is not. war. 

Your Kaiser has a thousand times 
proclaimed himself as one of those 
to whom, in Ruskin’s words, the 
Bible is “a captain’s order’ to be 
heard ard obeyed at their peril.’’ He 
preaches sermons and has much _ to 
say of faith and religion. And yet 
it is because of him that these hag- 
gard fugitives flee in pain, that namée- 
less babies are born and die with 
their mothers by the side of the 
road. He has plunged all these pao- 
ple into a living hell. - And then, 
instead of succoring them, the orders 
go out which mean _thab their want 
is-to b2 made more cruel, their _des- 
pair more hopeless. Is there’ no 
court chaplain to tell him what has 
been foretold for those who. oppress 
the fatherless and the afflicted? This 
is one verse: “For the Lord: will 
plead their cause, and spail 
soul of them that spoil them.’’ 

It mabters not ifyour country is 
strong, indeed, at home. In Belgium 
your Germany is already lost.—Col- 
lier’s Weekly.
